article so good that for certain pur- 
poses it ciuinot bo dispensed with, it is 
quite rcaaonablo to suppose that with 
the total iibclitioa Oi a considorublo 
roiaxut'on of tbo duly, tho bulk of tho 
coal trado of vho coast would fall to 
our Bharo. Tho amount of coal im- 
ported into San Francisco from the 
Ist of January to 16th August, of tho 
priBsent year reached the figure of 85,- 
000 tons, of which amount 18,900 were 
from iNanaimo, and 18,000 tons from 
Australia. Added to this there wero 
&9,600 tons brought to San Pranoisoo 
from the local orMoant Diablo mines, 
making a total oonsumption of 144,> 
500 tons in seven months and a-half, 
or equal, in round numbera, to $255t- 

000 tons pur annum. Now, at least 
200,000 tons of this largo amoant, un- 
der Rooiprooity, would bo requir- 
ed of British Columbia, and the 
near approach of tbo Paoifio Ilailroad 
to completion, and tbo rapidly increas- 
ing trufHc in conscqucnco, lead to tho 
belief that within five years the quan- 
tity of tho fossil consumed on the 
coast will doable that now donaandod. 
If, then, tho raising of (aay) 40,000 
tons of coal last year at Nauaimo, and 
the exportation of -'two-thirds of that 
amount to San Francisco, under the un- 
favorable circumstances of a hostile tariff 
and largo importations from abroad, 
has produced a result so unexpectedly 
profitable that £Q shares have risen in 
Talue to £9, and dividends amounting 
in the aggregate to 88 per oent. for tho 
past year have been declared, what 
would naturally' be the efieot upon tho 
Colony were the tariff suddenly re- 
duced to a merely nominal rate or 
knocked off altogether 1 Tbe price of 
IfaDaimo coal would be correspond^ 
ingly lowered immediately; tho suc- 
cess of the company now working tliat 
Tein would inspirit new associations 

01 English capitalists to invest in tbe 
opening of the numerous seams 
known to exist but remnlning tia yet 
untouched on tho Island and olso- 
whero ; a healthy competition would 
spring up between capitiilists who 
are eatitfied with a laturn of 5 per 
cent per annum upon their invest- 
ments, and who ut tho present time are 
glad to obtain on first-class home 
Bocuriiy li per ccnt.j and before tho 
expiration of many months, whore 
there is now one, wo should iiave 
twenty thriving communiLios on the 
Island supported by tho investment of 
capital in the working of cxten' ivo 
coal seams. What we have said 
of coal will apply with equal force to 
onr lumber prodaotions under a similar 
state of thinga. Burrard Inlet lumbur 
is already esteemed so highly at San 
Franoisoo as to bring 82-60 more per 
one thousand feet thau Paget Sound 
lumber. The demand has ' already 
7(}aohed several hundred thousand 
feet per month ; but knock off tho 
duty and evor bay, inlet and eBtuary 
on tho mainland would soon roBonnd 
with tho ring of tbo axe and tho whirr 
of tho taw. liOLuit tho duly on vvhalo 
oil, and fishing companies in tho Gulf 
of Georgia would he counted Oy tho 
flooro, iuslond, as new, being ropier 
sentpd by the lowest numeral; admit 
into California tho ores, wool, hides, 
tallow, limo, fish, tuvjientino, cranbari 
ries, etc., of this Colony free of Cua- 
tomb' charges, and our growth would 
bo as rapid us it would bo unbnntidcd. 
Victoria would grow and pjospor as 
the great market for goods roqnirud 
by colliora lumbermon and agrieultur- 
ists ; and 80 far from any injury ro- 
siilting to the latter cIubs from tho 
ititroduotion of cereal and live stock 
frool abroad, tl'e local demand for 
Colonial produce, of every d.eaoriptiou 
from Ibc thriving communities which 
would spring up along tho 
must immediately bocoriie so heavy

8ome time or other oocaeion to feel thankful 
that our cooditioa is not so bad aa that of 
othere. How far this aphorism is applicable 
to the people of Nanairac, ao a community, 
it would not bo an easy matter to decide, 
Oerlain it is, that in eorae respcsts, we can., 
not be in a more wretched oondition than wo 
aro. If we oompate our state with that of 
other plaoei in tbe Colony of equal import- 
asco, it will be fcnnd that vfi have been tbe 
moat Ryatematioally negleoled of all. For 
levsoteen long j^eaia the iohabitaots have 
bore every burden imposed upon them — their 
property, wages and food taxed to aid in 
keeping the Government in exiatanco, and, in 
return, what has been received t What haa 
been done towards furQiBhing ua with tho 
convenieooea tho town haa required and aliU 
requiica? If we except a I'olioe Court, u 
Magistralo and a Ooneiablp, can anyone point 
out what botler we are olT for having had 
the fostering cara of Government? Look at 
our roads and bridges, neglected and tumbling 
to pieces. Harbor buoys are carried away 
nad not replaoed, and all this habitual want 
of attention is anfifered while a large sum ia 
ejtaoted from oar ebippiog for harbor dues, 
Sea. Dar school has been nearly starved oat, 
and what ia deplorable to think of here, is a 
town of eo many years standing without a 
eohooNhouau belonging to the Colony. The 
raagiHiruto and constnbl-J ara necesaarj?" of 
ooui'80 to collect revoniie, &o, ; and as to 
roada and bridges, tho Vatjcouvar Coal Co. 
(whoao monoy baa mado all the roads and 
bridges in town) according to the Chief Com*, 
miaaiouer of Lands and Works, ought to 
attend to these, beoauee tbey sold tbe ad- 
jaoent town lots I This ia a welNeoncoivcd 
idea, truly. Beaaoning a priori is it Just 
why tbe Company have nothing to do with 
the bridges or repairs. Tbe stieets are really 
tba property of the public, sinco their dedica- 
tion to publiouie and the establishment by 
them of regular tborougbfarua. But tho 
Chief Commissioner should bear in mind tho 
fact that tho Company firat bought the laud 
from the Government, and with equal pro« 
priety and rcaion they might havo asked 
(though io vain) to have bridges bnilt and 
roads made at the seller's expenae 1 Bcsidea, 
who gats tbe licenses ftom tbe teamatcrs '? 
Tbe GoverDmeot, altboogh neglecting to ren 
pair bridges, &o,, don't (orget to oolleot tbo 
'road tolls.' It is time, surely, tbe people 
should have a little more to say as to how 
the public money ahould be expended, and 
that wc bad a Government better able to con> 
trol tbe administration of affairs, eo as to con- 
duoa to the general good, and which would 
imitate and carry out measures calculated to 
build up the country. 

It haa been rumored that the Magistrato 
here haa received instructions from the 
Government to have the principal bridge in 
town' (tbe planka of which ara quite rotten) 
made safe (or people to pass over. One or 
two obildrsn have fallen Into tbe harbor 
through holes, ..out of wbiob plaoks have 
dtop|.<)d, and bnt for the timely assistance of 
an lodim witb a oanoe, one, it is feared, 
woalrl bava been drowned. This circum- 
stance, doubtless, has 'awxkened the Sleep- 
era and lead them to consider tho matter ol 
putting Iho Bridge in order, and after epond- 
ing half a day's valuable time [ooat to tho 
Colony about S150) io looking into tho case, 
the conclusion arrived at is that the e;tormouj 
sum of iicenty-five dollars ia to be expended 
somewhere about the aforesaid bridge, the 
money to be paid out probably by inslal 
meats; supposing there may not be, so large 
an amonnt in tbe Treasury 1 This is a^p/etty 
liberal allowance coosideriog the office of 
Poetmaster-General at Naoaimo is perform 
ed gralaitonsly, •• 

Jaking aeido, tbe small aism oj $400 would 
make tho bridge aa etrong and as firm 
ever, and if tbe Government cannot aflbrd to 
expend that amount in Nanaimo it had bet 
ter .'shut up shop,' let Ibo bridge fall and 
itsoit too.

From 
Mr lliley's documents il appears that about 
three years alter Iho 'etriks' at Westminster 
tho (Jorporuiion took tbe masons io band. 
Solid, hard. handed, slow-lbinbiog men tbey 
wero, not particular about each trifles aa the 
way their names wore apolt, or whether tbey 
had any surnames at all ; though not clumsy, 
very precise over the way they did their work, 
and determined thai do one should do it in 
any other faahion.

Ho 
aitributed their disaensiouB to the fact that 
their trade was not regulated 'by tho gov- 
ernment of folks of their trade,' nod agreed 
to receive twelve of their reproaeniutives, 
who should draw up o code of articles by 
which, for tho future, it should ho ordered and 
ruled. Six masons on behalf of tbe hewers, 
und six on behalf of tho light masons and Bet- 
ters attended this conference. Tbe regulations, 
whiob were drawn np in Norman-Frchcb, 
were briefly these :— Every man might work 
in any branch of tbe trade, if ekillful at it ;

Ha who did nodertaka such work in gross 
was to take with him lo the employer six or 
four anoient men of bis trade to testify that 
be was ablo to perform it, ond take upon 
tbomselves tbe rospooaibility of fiuishini; it if 
be should prove unable to do to No one 
waa to set ao oppreotioei or jonrnAymun to 
work, except in tho presence of his master, 
before be was properly instructed. No one 
was to take an apprentice for leas than seven 
years; Tbe maatera that were o^osen to 
superintend the trudo wore to overseo that 
those who worked by the day took for their 
hire what their work was worth, and asked 
outrageous pay. If any objected to be 
ruled by these persona, his name waa to be 
reported to the mayor, who, with tbe consent 
of tbe aldermen and sheriffs, would iruprison 
or otherwise punish him, 'that no other reb-< 
ela may take examplo by him, to bo ralod by 
the good folks of their trade ;' aod, finally, 
no one was lo take tbo apprentice or journey- 
man of another, to bis pri jodice or damage, 
until tbe expiration of their term, under pen- 
alty of half a mark, lor each cooviotioa. — 
huitder.

We copy the follovving from the Helena 
Herald : 'We have received a oail from Mr 

John Wales, formerly of Helena, who baa 
just arrived from an extended trip through 
the ISaeUatchawon cnnnlry. Mr Walea left 
Chicago on April 28th, and after paying a 
abort vidit to tbo Rid Kiver eetllomont, ho 
loUowod the Saskatobawan to the niouDtains. 
Tho reports of tbe scarcity of provissions at 
Fort Garry and vicinity, be oonfircs. Tbo 
graeahoppers make a clear sweep of evory> 
thing in tho ahape of cropa. The buffalo 
bunlors found no game north of tbo Missouri 
river, and conpequenily ibe uiifortuoate peo- 
ple are reduced to erirome want, and must 
perish from hunger unless aid is aciit them 
from the States. At Fort I'itt aud Fort 
Viotoria, tho settlors had been more fortunate 
and had eavsd enough gruio to support them 
during tbo winter. At Fort Edmonton, terri- 
ble hail Btorma had destrojod everything. 
There, a number of mioera wero at work on 
the river bare. Prora four to sis dollars a 
day wero mado with copper plates and 
quicksilvor. iVftora low days rest here, Mri 
Walea and party atruck oat; lor Iho njonn- 
tains through tlio Blacklool oountry, but eaw 
□0 Indians, Duricg five weeks spoot in 
prospecting, they did not even Qnd a color, 
though black sand waa abundant. Tirod of 
fruitless toil, they wont to Mountain Fort on 
September let. There was then about a 
foot of snow on the ground, and tho .nud in 
a newly , pointed cabin remained froz;a for 
over a week. After resting for a short time, 
the party turned their faces towards Montana 
Found six inches of snow and about an inch 
of ice at the head of Mill: river. Tbo party 
al.so proapocted tho I'oronpino Mouiitaiua 
willi no success. The jiunioy troin tho 
Mountain Fort to Sun river (5U0 miles) 'hey 
accompliahed in four weeks."
